Immigrants' Money Sent Abroad Helps 


Our Foreign Trade, Says Banker 


(Noted

Disturbed By Outward 


Money Movement

AM not disturbed by the re- 
ports of large suras of money 
being taken from the country 
it this time by returning immi- 
grants. I thmk it a natural move- 
ment, and one calculated to alia;/ 
excitement over the immigration 
question. The returning movement 
largely offsets the incoming move- 
ment oxer which some people are 
much alarmed, and as for the money 
they are taking, that is serving a 
good purpose m helping to correct 
the exchange situation and sustain 
our exports. 


In the first place, the presump- 


tion is that every dollar taken out 
of this country by immigrants has 
been honestly earned by the crea- 
tion of its equivalent of wealth here. 
If that u true we have fo?t nothing 
ton the immigrant ve'no return?, and 
have gained by the contribution he 
has made to the permanent, de- 
velopment work which we have 
needed.
